REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the thorough review of the application. 

Claims 1-4, and 9-10 have been amended. Claims 1-4, 6, 9-11 are pending in the 
application. No new matter has been added by way of this amendment, the entry of which 
is respectfully requested. 

Claim rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-4. 6. and 9-11 stand rejected under 35 USC § 1 12. first paragraph. 

The Examiner alleges that the specification, while being enabling for a compound 
of formula (I) or salt thereof, does not reasonably provide enablement for a solvate and/or 
solvates of the salts of a compound of formula (I). 

Applicants respectfully disagree. However, in order to advance the examination of 
the application claims 1-4 and 9-10 have been amended. Applicants submit that the 
rejection is obviated by amendment of the claims and its withdrawal is respectfully 
requested. 

Claims 9-11 stand rejected under 35 USC § 1 12, first paragraph. 

The Examiner alleges that the specification, while being enabling for the treatment 
of disorders of learning and memory, does not reasonably provide enablement for a 
method of treatment of disorders of perception and concentration. 

Applicants respectfully disagree. However, in order to advance the examination of 
the application claims 9-10 have been amended. Applicants submit that the rejection is 
obviated by amendment of the claims and its withdrawal is respectfully requested. 
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In view of the above, Applicants respectfully submit that all objections and 
rejections have been addressed and that the application is now in condition for allowance.
